Butchers will be asked to receive 
fat which may be saved and 
rendered down by the. house- 
wife. If such fat is donated the | 
plan is to use the money obtained | 
from’ its sale for the purpose of 
promoting the Welfare and prac- 
tical friendship to members of 
armed forces,.both men and 
women, of whom- there are so 
many in Victoria away from 
their -homes and Jriends. 

Funds will be handled by the 
Coordinating Council of War 
Charities in the interest of vari 
ous undertakings of auxiliary 
Services which include ‘resi 
dential hostels, hostess houses, 
home hospitality bureaus 
many other services for the uni- 
formed citizens.

Dr. Beals said that until down- 
town cluster lights have been 
Shaded, the first step to an:effec- 
tive dimout hag not been taken. 

“On the basis of last night's 
observations, I would venture to 
suggest that while—certain—obyi- 
ous measures should immediatély 
be taken to shade-the city stréet 
lights, any further ‘tests of the 
dimout from the sea.or air be 
delayed till the dark of the moon 
when conditions would make pos- 
sible a really effective test,” he 
concluded.
